The proposed drain 
and an associated contro] struc- 
ture are scheduled to be built 
and operated by Otsego County.

Otsego Lake is located a few 
south of Gaylord and 
covers approximately 2,066 
acres. It presently has no inlet 
or outlet. The drain would run 
easterly froma the lake to the 
headwaters of the AuSable’s 
North Branch. The North Branch 
flows south into Crawford Coun- 
‘ty and is regarded as one of 
the leading trout streams in the 
"State. 


! The drain was originally de- 
ysigned to discharge 80 cubic feet 
|per second of water frum the 
lake and would have lowered | 
the presently high level of the} 
lake by one foot over a 20 day 
period. Fallowing protests by 
Trout Unlimited and AuSable 
River property owners, however, 
Otsego County reduced the size 
of the drain to a 40 cubic feet 
cond capacity. Trowt Un-; 
limited leaders stated that they | 
were gratified by this change but ; 
there Were still a number of un- 
answered questions. Trout Un- 
limited released the following 
statement regarding its lawsuit: 

“The Environmental Report on 
the Otsego Lake drain which was 
prepared by the Department of 
Natural Resources indicates that 
we have every reason to be 
concerned. There are several 
Michigan laws providing for pub- 
lic hearings on this type of pro-

ject and for the work to be donc 
under a regulatory permit. These 
procedures have not been follow- 
ed because of the alleged emer- 
gency nature of the situation. 
We have engaged experts on 
hydrology and aquatic biology 
and are asking for enough time 
to have them study the situation. 
‘The hearing will give us a 
‘chance to present our expert 
{testimony and publicly air all 
taspects of this matter. There is 
jsome indication that the high 
water table in Otsego County 
wouid iend io mainiain the pres- 
ent lake level despite a drain. 
it that proved to be trie the 
drain might eventually deliver 
polluted lake water to the river.
